Fry. had been 
properly drawn and executed in accordance with 
law. and it would also be proved that at the time 
of its execution, and for a long time previous, this 
lady was of sound mind, and thoroughly knew 
and approved of everything that was in the will. 
Counsel then referred to wills which the deceased 
had previously made and to their contents. but 
the final disposition of her property had been 
made after a very careful consideration of every 
gift, Under the will which was now the subject 
matter of litigation, after leaving a number of

DUBLIN AND DISTRICT. 


Viceregal Carriage Horses Shipped Across 
Channel.—The stud of handsome State 
carriage horses belonging to Lord Wimborne has 
just been shipped across the Irish Channel by 
the London and North-Western steamer to 
Holyhead. The “all black” animals, comfort- 
ably sheeted in travelling clothes, were ac 
companied by a party of grooms, and special 
accommodation was reserved for them on the 
boat and the connecting train from Holyhead.

Ten mem- 
bers of its party were left behind in a far 
less accessible place than that at which 
Sir Ernest Shackleton parted from his 
twenty-two companions, for the ten are on 
the Antarctic Continent itself, at the Ross 
Barrier. In ignorance of the accident to 
the Endurance, they have probably been 
making sallies towards the Pole with the 
object, as arranged, of meeting the 
Shackleton party and helping it on the 
last stage of the cross-country journey.

The Prime Minister announced that the 
Home Secretary was going to Ireland to 
discuss the rebuilding of Sackville street 
and other questions. 

On the motion for the adjournment Mr. 
Asquith seized the opportunity to defend 
the Government and the House of Com:

He was told 
that the House was setting a bad example to 
the country in taking a holiday at a time 
when they were asking other people to forego 
their customary holiday.

In the first 
place, to members of the Government and to 
many members of the House, it would not 
be a holiday at all. The representatives of 
the Army and the Admiralty and the Civil 
Services would have to continue their ad- 
ministrative duties. He hoped the House 
would agree with him that on their behalf 
he was not making an unreasonable demand. 
Not only in the interests of the Government, 
but in the interests of members ob Parlia- 
ment, it was essential that there should be a 
respite from the arduous duties in which they 
had been so long engaged It was not a 
case of the House going ‘‘ holiday making,’ 
or desiring to shirk the performance of their 
duties. One of his colleagues had already 
broken down as a result of the perpetual 
strain to which Min‘sters were subjected.

I should not like 
it to be supposed that before I visited Rich- 
mond Barracks these men were being ill- 
treated there, and that in consequence of my 
visit some drastic change took place. I asked 
room after room of these men when I talked 
to them individually, and I asked them col- 
lectively: ‘“‘ Have you now any complaint to 
make of your prison treatment?’ The answer 
I got in every case was a chorus of “ No. 
That was the state of things in Richmond 
Barracks, and I do not think anyone com- 
lained of the treatment of these men in 
Richmond Barracks. It was improved after- 
wards, because the commanding officer 1n- 
formed me that, being suddenly flooded, as 
he was, with a large mass of men, for whom 
at first it was impossible to find all the ac- 
commodation and conveniences which were 
necessary, his arrangements, of course, were 
of a crude kind. They improved hour by 
horu and day by day. I looked into all these 
things, and Í was satisfied, both from a sani- 
tary and a dietary and a hygienic point oí 
view, that these prisoners in Richmond Bar- 
racks were being as well treated as under 
such circumstances they could be. I under- 
stand my hon. friend to say that they do not 
make any allegation to the contrary. General

day to see that there is no cause of complaint, 
Avoidable imperfections are set right. 
PROPOSED INTERNMENT. 

But if the procedure which I indicated 
yesterday is adopted, these men will be let 
out of prison altogether. They will be in- 
terned, and they will, of course, be no worse 
off in that condition than persons who are al- 
ready interned in other internment camps. 
Coming to the last point—what is the right 
course to take in this matter? It is a sub- 
ject which we have very anxiously considered.

Then what can be 
done? : I believe the wise,and humane course 
is the one we are taking—that is to say, to 
take advantage of the no doubt very drastic 
and arbitrary powers ‘which are vested in the 
Home Secretary under the Defence of the 
Realm Act, and keep these people, for the 
time being, in detention, but, at the same 
time, to give them the power to appeal to the 
Judicial Court specially appointed for the 
purpose, the effect of which will be that if 
that right is resorted to in all cases, not 
merely of innocence, but of trivial offence 
which has been sufficiently expiated by the 
length of time the man has already been 
detained, release will follow as a matter of 


course. 
THE TRIBUNAL. 

My hon. friend has expressed anxiety as 
to the composition of the tribunal. We propose 
to add to the existing Advisory Committee 
which is presided over by a distinguishe 
Englishman—Mr. Justice Sankey—one or two 
persons of Irish experience and knowledge, 
and of judicial mind, not members of Parlia- 
ment. One might be an Irish Judge—to have 
the Committee constituted for the purpose of 
dealing with those prisoners in a way that 
would enable prisoners and their friends to 
realise that they were presenting their case to 
men who are familiar with the conditions of 
Irish life. The Committee will sit here, of 
course, but I have no doubt it will have power 
to go to Ireland and take evidence there, where 
it is needed, in order that the expense and 
trouble of sending Irish witnesses over to 
this country may be avoided. I think that 
is a humane and a workable proposal. 
I hope my hon. friend will suspend his judg- 
ment, or, at any rate, his adverse judgment, 
upon it until he sees how it works in i poe 
I hope it will have an effect just and applic- 
able in all these cases. 

THE COURTSMARTIAL. 

One final point, in regard to courtsmartial. 
I am as anxious as the hon. member that trial 
by courtmartial should cease, and that in 
Ireland, as in the rest of the United King- 
dom, the ordinary courts should re-open their 
doors and resume the exercise of their normal 
jurisdiction. The courtsmartial will not be 
continued one day longer than is absolutely 
necessary, or applied in any case except where 
this is the only appropriate and effective way 
of getting justice done. I cannot give an 
undertaking that the courtsmartial will cease 
upon any special me but I know that the 
very greatest care is being taken to revise the 
sentences and to sift the evidence as care- 
fully as possible. Myself and the Home Sec- 
retary, from time to time, will give personal 
attention to these cases, and I do not think, 
so far as my personal knowledge and informa- 
tion go, that it can be suggested that in any 
case that has hitherto been tried substantial 
justice has not been done.

MR. BONAR LAW. 


Mr. BONAR LAW said that the Prime 
Minister had asked him to reply. The Go- 
vernment quite realised that in publishing 
papers with regard to Mesopotamia they were 
taking a step which was n to criticism, but 
they came to the conchusion that, though 

rations were still going on in Mesopotamia, 
this particular phase of them was finished, 
and that the information could be given with- 
out detriment to the public interest. If 
there was a desire on the part of the House 
for a discussion of those papers, an oppor- 
tunity would afforded after they re- 
assembled. (Hear, hear.) In regard to the 
Dardanelles, it was said by Sir Henry Dalziel 
that an examination of the papers would show 
that there were men still exercising positions 
of authority who would be proved to have 
made mistakes so grave that they ought no 
longer to hold those positions. Ii that were 
true, the sooner the papers were published 
the better, and-the Government had come to 
the conclusion that it was better, on the 
whole, that papers should be laid. (Hear, 
hear.) That being the case, he need 
not say that it was the desire 
and the intention of the Government 
to make the papers as ful as 
ossible. (Hear, hear.) It was obvious .uat 
if the story was to be told, the whole story 
should be told, and that there should be no 
attempt whatever to edit the papers in such 
a way as to make the share of blame, if blame 
there were, falling upon one set of men or 
another, less than actually ought to fall upon 
them. There might be documents amongst 
the papers of so confidential a character that 
they ought not to be published, and they 
would not be published. Then he would make 
one other stipulation. The Dardanelles ex- 
pedition was, to a certain extent, closed, but 
the House would realise that there was at 
least a possibility that some of the papers 
might be of use in regard to — which 
might be still going on. se two con- 
siderations would be kept in view by wie 
Government, But their intention was that 
nothing should be withheld that it was not 
against the public interest to publish.

THE AIR SERVICE. 


Mr. BILLING congratulated the Govern- 
ment on having taken steps in regard to the 
Air Service, which, though not very vigorous, 
at least wandered in the right direction. Al- 
though he still objected to the composition of 
the Air Committee, he felt it was his duty to 
appear before the Committee and give them 
the benefit of the knowledge that he had in 
regard to the inefficiency of the Air Service. 
He would like to suggest that a member of 
the Air Board might i” in attendance upon 
the meetings of the Committee. Any assist- 
ance or advice he (Mr. Billing) could give in 
that House he would be pleased to render. 
Continuing, Mr. Billing referred to the recent 
accident in which Captain Grime-Jones, who 
was stated to be the pilot, was killed, and 
Lieutenant Tennant, stated to be the observer, 
was seriously injured. He had, he said, re- 
ceived letters from people interested saying 
that the newspaper reports liberated by the 
Press Bureau were wrong, and that Captain 
Grime-Jones was not the pilot. He had 
reason to believe that Lieutenant Tennant, 
who was a probationer without experience, 
was actually hús with Captain Grime-Jones 
on that occasion. 

Major BAIRD said that the new Air Board 
were extremely anxious to receive any sug- 
gestion which would enable them to carry out 
the task entrusted to them by the terms of 
reference. The hon. member (Mr. Billing) 
must be aware that it was not possible to 
alter the type of machine in use by the Army 
withont most careful examination. Machines 
became obsolete or obsolescent before the 
order was completed. The problem was oc- 
cupying the closest attention of the Board. 
Their desire was to keep not only abreast of 
Germany, but to go “one better” if it was 
possible. Referring to the accident to Lieu- 
tenant Tennant, Major Baird said it was not 
in accordance with the tradition of the House 
to discuss questions which were the subject ef 
official] investigation. The hon. member’s re- 
marks could only add to the pain of those 
who had already suffered enough. He very 
much regretted that the hon. member had 
thought it necessary to bring the subject for- 


ward. 

Mr. BILLING said that his only desire was 
that justice should be done to the gallant man 
who had lost his life. 

Major BAIRD assured the hon. member 
that justice would be done. He understood 
that the aeroplane in question was a dual- 
control machine, and that the officer who was 
killed was not the pilot. Lord Curzon was 
fully alive to the importance of securing the 
best type of machine, and would welcome any 
suggestion the hon. member, or any competent 
adviser, could place before him. 

Mr. BYRNE and Mr. LYNCH appealed for 
clemency towards the Irish prisoners. 


THE GENERAL ELECTION, 

Mr. ASQUITH, replying to Mr. King, 
said that the question of prolonging the life 
of this Parliament, or holding a General 
Election, was a “matter of constant con- 
sideration, and the conclusion of the Go- 
vernment weuld be stated at an early date 
after the recess.

In the great field from which I started 
the turf was broken by patches of black 
mud, and the grass was beaten down by 
the heavy rain of the morning. Overhead a 
light mist hung over the roofs of the 
hangars. It was not an auspicious day for 
flying. 

But, on the wooden runway, with her 
wheels blocked and _ her black planes 
silhouetted against the sky, a biplane was 
waiting. She was beautiful—this machine. 
I climbed aboard, and was strapped 
in. The observer’s seat, where I sat, was 
a wide seat, and the fusilage formed my 
arm rests. There was plenty of foot space. 
Captain X, who was my pilot, got into his 
seat behind me. To my right, almost above 
me, the death’s head looked on. E 

We circled the field, headed into the wind, 
and were off. 

Below us the roofs of the hangar dropped 
away, and I saw, over the whirling pro- 
peller, the os curve of the Thames, the 
wide, splendid sweep of grey water, 
spanned by bridges. On one side were 
green fields and trees; on the other I could 
see the coloured roofs of scattered 
houses. ... 

I looked down. Below me I saw, in one 
vast, endless cyclorama, the roofs and grey 
streets of a city, with a river bounding 
them. The roofs were a deep lustreless 
purple. In the distance I saw a little grey 
disc, faintly outlined. This was St. Paul’s. 
I was flying above the City of London. . . 
Yes, I believed that I was flying above the 
greatest city of the world. I believed in 
the miracle. I watched the edge of the 
plane passing over London, as if it were 
pushing back, evenly, street after street 
and row after row of grey buildings. And 
there suddenly came into my mind, without 
preface, what enormous industry had gone 
into the making of one city—ant-like in- 
dustry. It was such patient labour, this 
marking up the earth with dwellings and 
tunnellings and odd-shaped heaps of stone 
and mortar. Tremendous. 

And I thought, suddenly, of the aircraft 
of the enemy which are sent upon occasion 
to wreak vengeance upon London. I saw, 
for the first time, this undertaking in its 
true proportions. In the clear daylight I 
could distinguish no individual house, no 
block of houses, no streets, no avenues. 
Certainly darkness, that extraordinary dark- 
ness of London at night, would not have 
helped me. I understood why the raids of 
the enemy had met with such meagre suc- 
cess, and I knew that, however much energy 
and effort might be expended upon it, that 
no vital destruction would ever repay it. 
The immensity of London was its own 
armour. I|was impressed with the futility 
of any effort to overcome it. With the 
hopelessness of attempting to make any 
appreciable mark upon that endless affilia- 
Ea of grey cis “ . Below, sud- 
enly, a big strip of green appeared in the 
middle of London. With that curious loss 
of a sense of distance and of motion which 
is legitimate enough in flying, I did not 
know what this green square was. 


LOOPING THE LOOP. 

But Captain X explained about that strip 
of green which was interrupting the grey 
streets of the city. First, he hamme on 
the iron casing of the fusilage; I turned 
around. He made a quick gesture, reaching 
out toward me. I did not know what he 
wanted. 

Then I saw that the captain was handing 
me a scrap of white paper. It read :'— 

“ We are over Hyde Park. Would you like 
to loop over London ?”’ 

I turned round so that I could see him and 
nodded. 

The machine plunged headlong toward the 
earth. The motor was running full blast. 
The world rushed up to meet us. Then the 
world rushed away again. I found myself 
— at the nose of the machine, which was 
straight above. Her piston rods, a row of 
them on either side, were dancing up and 
down briskly. I saw them, and saw the 
roof of the sky—yet I had not moved. I was 
still sitting, staring straight ahead. Only I 
was staring at the sky instead of the earth. 

Everything was moving. Hyde Park 
wasn't where it ought to be been. The 
gky was not right.. The nose of the machine 
was over my head. The planes were gone. All 
wrong. 

Then a slice of earth dislodged itself and, 
making circles, stood on end. And another 
section of the earth rushed into it. I saw 
this myself. There were some trees mixed u 
in it. I don’t know when this was. But 
saw it all. 

How did I feel? I felt nothing. It was not 
my affair if the world was determined upon 
separating itself into portions and colliding. 
I was in some new world, where blue im- 
mensity had substance, where men, in ma- 
chines of their own making, set themselves in 
defiance of all laws of space, and time, and 
proportion. In my arms and in the tips of 
my fingers the blood was hammering; I had 
an impression that this was happening to 
somebody else. The roar of the engine 
deafened me; I wondered why it made so 
much noise. A lot of tabes and cylinders 
and bolts and things. And London breaking 
up in bits and whirling off into space. 

Then the nose of the machine came down 
in front of me, where it should have been. 
And the iron strip on it was shaking again, 
and the two thin cables on my left were 
vibrating pleasantly. I looked over, and as- 
sured myself that Hyde Park was down below. 
It was. I liked the world. 

So I'd looped the loop in a British biplane. 
I had plunged full speed toward the earth; 
I had come straight up again toward the sky; 
then I'd described a full circle — the 
grey roof of the universe. It was done. . . 

We headed toward the aerodrome. Above 
the patch of grey which was the roof of the 
sheds two white planes were circling. And 
high above a dark line of trees, a big, un- 
gainly kite-balloon hovered, almost motion- 
less. Evidetices of war. We dro down, 
spiralling. It was a double Captain 
X. made, and a particolarly beautiful one. 
Certainly, the choice of my pilot had been a 
good one. And certainly our landing, like 
our flight, was full evidence of the 
construction of His Majesty's war bi i 
designed for the destruction of i 
craft.

oes closed together. The whole party waited 
for daylight on a rocking floe, only 100 feet 
long. On the 10th we made westward in a 
heavy snow squall, and reached open sea, but 
there we met & high swell which forced us to 
retreat to the pack ice. The sea was too 
pew A for our deeply-laden open boats, so dur- 
ing the night I drastically reduced the eqn. 
ment, and we camped on a floeberg. e 
temperature was low, and the sea was in- 
creasing. The berg began to split during the 
night. Dawn showed that the berg was 
undermined, and an icefoot developed. It 
was surrounded by. surging pack-ice undulat- 
ing to a heavy swell. 
FREE AGAIN, 

At noon on the 11th our opportunity came. 
The ice opened suddenly, and we flung the 
boats into the sea over the icefoot of the 
reeling berg. We proceeded westward all 
night, as there was no place to camp, and 
rowed throughout the 12th, continuing west. 
The position gave anxiety, for observations 
showed that, despite our efforts to make west- 
ward since the 9th,. the current had drifted 
us to the east. That night no camping place 
was found, and we fastened the boats to the 
lee side of a floeberg in a heavy swell. The 
wind suddenly shifting drove the boats against 
the berg, but we cut the painters and escaped 
to the open sea. The sea surface was freez- 
ing, and the temperature stood below—zero. 
Several of the party suffered from exposure, 
On the 13th we decided to run north for 
Elephant Island, for it was hopeless to make 
for Deception Island. We passed through 
open pack ice, where it was difficult to 
manceuvre the boats. One of them, the 
James Caird, was holed above the water-line. 
The wind increasing to a gale, we were 
driven out of the pack, and ran till night, and 
then hove to in a high sea. The boats were 
weighted down by ice from the freezing spray. 
The crew of the Stancombe Wills were suffer- 
ing greatly, having no water, and it being im- 
possible to warm food. 

ELEPHANT ISLAND, 

On April 14 we sighted Elephant Island, 
forty miles away. A strong wind heading us 
we made little progress. e gale increased, 
and the James Caird took the Stancombe Wills 
in tow. Hudson and Blackbone were severely 
frostbitten. All night a high cross sea and a 
furious gale raged, driving snow, and there 
was a low temperature. At midnight the 
Dudley Docker disappeared. On the morning 
of the 15th we reached the north end of the 
island. There were inaccessible cliffs, but it 
was decided to attempt to land at a small 
beach, in view of the condition of the party, 
which had now been without water or hot food 
for twodays. All equipment was sodden. On 
landing we found that several members of the 
party were on the verge of physical and 
mental collapse. An inspection of the beach 
showed that it was impossible to remain, as 
if was covered at high spring tides. On the 
16th I sent Wilde to search the coast for a 
safer landing. On the 17th we proceeded 
westward, but were nearly blown to sea. 
Owing to the strong winds and the weakness 
of a large number of the party we landed 
again through a heavy surf. We found that 
the beach would be untenable in heavy gales, 
but proceeded to cut a hole in the ice ng 
above the reach of the waves. Owing to the 
seriousness of the situation and the shortage of 
food and the inadequate protection against 
winter, I decided to make an endeavour to 
reach South Georgia, 750 miles distant, to 
obtain help, leaving the main party on 
Elephant Island in w SE of Frank, whose 
judgment, ability, and experience were a 
valuable asset to the expedition. The 
weather was appallingly bad, with constant 
Wlizzards. Our largest boat, the James 
Caird, 22 feet long, was covered by the car- 
penter with sledge runners, boxlids, and 


canvas. 
A PERILOUS JOURNEY. 

On April 24 I set out with volunteers— 
namely, Worsley, Crean, Macnish, Macarthy, 
and Vincent. We passed through the stream 
ice, and ran north with a fair wind 
during the first night. Day after day we 
made progress towards the goal, but the sub 
Antarctic Ocean maintained its evil winter 
reputation. Snowstorms and gales swept 
over us for the next fortnight, and only three 
times did we get sight of the sun for observa- 
tion. On the sixth day we were forced to 
jettison cars and other equipment to relieve 
the bf ge owing to the boat bein 
heavily iced up. Alt our equipment an 
sleeping gear was soaked through. We were 
constantly at work breaking ice off the 
sides and rudder, baling water, and scraping 
ice out of the boat day and night. All the 
crew became superficially frosthitten. I wish 
at this point to place on record the cheerful 
attitude of my companions. On the eighth 
day, while hove to in a gale, we lost our sea 
anchor, the rope being cut by the ice. On the 
fourteenth day we sighted the cliffs and the 
west coast cf South Georgia during a clear- 
ance in the snowstorm, and we stood in for 
the land; but, observing seas spouting on 
uncharted reefs, we hauled off for the night. 
On May 9 the wind again increased to a hur- 
ricane, and enormous seas were running on 
a dead lee shore. We saw nothin till the 
afternoon, when between squalls we Found we 
were drifting on to the cliffs. 


THE ISLAND REACHED. 

One chance remained. We set a reefed sail. 
The boat stood the strain, and was kept afloat 
by continuous baling.

RESULTS OF THE EXPEDITION. 

The party on the beach on Elephant Island 
when I left there on April 24 were well. They 
had five weeks’ provisions and full rations, 
exclusive of the possibilities of obtaining seals. 
The work of the expedition to date includes 
the discovery of miles of new coastline 
and a complete hydrographical survey of 
Weddell Sea, the elimination of New South 
Greenland from the map, contiguous magnetic 
and meterological observations, important bio- 
logical records, cinema records up to October 
oO, 1915, and a photographic record up to 
date. ERNEST SHACKLETON. 


THE NEWS IN LONDON. 


Reuter’s Agency is informed that the news 
of the reappearance of Sir Ernest Shackleton 
was received about midnight. and came as a 
dramatic surprise. It was first communicated 
to the King and then to Lady Shackleton, 
who was overjoyed at the news of her hus- 
band’s safety. Long since all hope had been 
abandoned of the return of the Endurance, 
and grave apprehensions were felt about the 
safety of the explorers. Messages to hand 
yesterday show that the expedition had had 
a miraculous escape. 


DR. BRUCE’S OPINION, 

Interviewed in Edinburgh yesterday, Dr. 
W. Bruce, leader of the Scottish National 
Antarctic expedition of 1903, said :— The news 
regarding the Shackleton Expedition was not 
surprising to anyone well acquainted with the 
Weddell Sea, for of all parts of the Antarctic 
region its history, except during one year, has 
been one of difficulties: and dangers. Sir 
Ernest Shackleton has apparently met with 
the same fortune as Ross, Filc r, Nor- 
denskjold, and i in in his encounter with 
the ice of the Weddell Sea. He has been 
nipped and crushed and wrecked, and has had 
& narrow escape, bringing through all his men 
to Elephant Island. This is one of the most 
easterly of the South Shetland Islands, five 
hundred miles south-east of Cape Horn, and 
very little visited except by sealers and 
whalers. From Elephant Island, Sir Ernest 
has undertaken a most remarkable boat jour- 
ney—evidently one of the ship’s boats, only 
twenty-five feet long. To have successfull 
navigated from Elephant Island to Sout 
Georgia in a Cape Horn sea for seven hundred 
miles is, I believe, unequalled in the annals of 
the exploration of the southern hemisphere. 
It shows splendid seamanship both on the part 
of pir Ernest Shackleton and the seamen whc 
accompanied him. It is more than fortunate 
that he was not blown off to eastward from 
South Georgia by some of the heavy westerly 
gales that exist in that region, for in that 
case we should probably never have heard 
anything more of the boat that left Elephant 
Island for relief. The earliest ‘possible relief 
is required for the party of twenty-two men 
stran on this stormy, icebound island of 
the South Shetlands, and this doubtless will 
3 ogre, at the earliest possible oppor- 
unity.

THE GAELIC ATHLETIC ASSOCIATION. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE iRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—The Gaelic Athletic Association has 
issued to the Press a statement. with regard to 
the allegations against the Association made 
before the Rebeliion Commission. I am not 
concerned w.ih most of the statements made 
by the G.A.A., but, as one associated with 
athletic affairs in Ireland for the last quarter 
of a century, I would like to point out that 
there is one statement regarding the attitude 
of the Association that is not in accord with 
the actual state of affairs. The statement I

“Tt is perfectly inaccurate to say that police 
and military are not admitted to gatherings 
under the rules of the Gaelic Athletic As- 
sociation. They have always been admitted to 
such gatherings, provided they were prepared 
to pay the fee charged to the genera] public.”’ 

If the witness who made the statement 
which has called forth this contradiction used 
the word “admitted,” he has given the 


G.A.A. a loop-hole through which to creep, | 
and by means of which it is now endeavour. | 


ing to cover up the attitude it has adopted 
for many years in relation to the police and 
military. There is, it is quite true, no rule
